PARIS, Jan. 14.—A double tragedy 
connected with Tutkish political in- 
trigue was enacted today at the Paris 
residence of Gen. Mehmed- Cherif 
Pasha, one of the chiefs of the radi- 
cal Turkish party. 

A- strange Turk onttad to see the 
Ottoman polititian and was refused 
admission by his valet, Ismael Hakki, 
whom he immediately shot dead. a 

Cherif Pasha’s son-in-law, Salil 
Bey, hearing the commotion, ran into 
the corridor and shot and killed the 
assassin. 

Cherif Pasha’s wife, who before her 
marriage was Princess Emine of Egypt, 
came out of her apartments after the 
first shot. The assassin struck her a 
violent blow in the face with his fist and 
knocked her down. 

Th the meantime, Salil Bey, who had 
gone for a revolver, returned and killed 
the assailant, who had continued firing 
wildly. 

Cherif’Pasha came out of his bath- 
room to inquire what was the matter 
and saw’ his wife standing over thet two 
dead bodies in the corridor. It was 
thought at first that she also had been 
shot, but she was uninjured. 

The Pasha has been the object recent- 
ly of numerous threats, which he says 
emanate from the adherents of the 
Young Turks. 

Cherif is the editor of a newspa- 
per published here in the interests of 
constitutionalism in Turkey, and he 
also directs a widespread agitation tn 
Turkey.

» TOKIO, Jan. 144.—Count Yukyo Ito, 
Fleet Admiral of the Japanese navy,

He entered the service 
in 1868 and studied for a considerable 
time in the United States. In the war 
between China and Japan in 1894 he took

Dr. Edward Charles Spitzka Made 
Important Discoveries and 
Figured in Murder Trials. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14—In accordance 
with an agreement with Dr. Edward 
Charles Spitzka, alienist and ‘specialist 
in nervous diseases, who died: of apo- 
plexy yesterday, and his son, Dr. Ed- 
ward Anthony Spfitzka, the anatomist 
of Philadelphia, the brain of the father 
was rémoved last night, to be preserved 
ifor scientific research. 

The .egreement between father and 
son specified that .whichever died first 
bequeath his brain to th® éther iw the 
interests of science. Dr. Edward An- 
thony Spitzka said he would add his 
ffather’s brain to the famous collectioa 
at the Baugh Institute in Philadelphia 
which he has gathered for the American 
Anthropometric Society. It will bs 
weighed today and sent to Philadelphia. 

Throughout his professional life, begun 
in 1873, Dr. Spitzka was an untiring in- 
vestigator. Probably his.most important 
discovery was that of interoptic lobes 
in the reptilian brain. He found out 
also that there are no pyramid trac's 
in the cetacea and he brought to light 
numerovs facts in the anatomy of the 
human brain. 7 

Even before the trial of Guiteau in 
1881 for the murder of President Gar- 
field, Dr. Spitzka had been connected 
as an insanity expert in 25 cases.

The condition of Huerta’s exche- 
quer was revealed when, j after a 
meeting of the cabinet which lasted 
until early morning, Foreign Minister 
Mohene announceg that. the Mexican 
Government would default in the pay- 
ment of all interest on the bonds of 
the internal and external debts which 
now remains unpaid or which falls 
due within the next six months. A 
heavy payment of interest on the 
foreign debt becomes due in April. 

Remittances Suspended. 

It has been the practice of the Govern- 
meni to make weekly remittances to 
New York, London and Paris, in order 
to have the money on hand for the in- 
terest payment periods. These weekly 
remittances have been suspended, the 
explanation being that the Government 
requires all available funds for pacifica- 
tion purposes. The, Foreign Minister 
said he had been instructed to notify 
all foreign governments of the default. 

The chief internal and externa! loans 
of Mexico are held principally in the 
United States, Great Britain, France and 
Germany. Their denominations and 
dates of payment of the coupons fol- 
low: $43,329,260 consolidated internal 3 
per cent silver bonds, June 30 and Dec. 
31; $96,222,000 5 per cent internal redeem- 
able bonds, April 1 and Oct. 1; $113,600.- 
000 5 per cent external consolidated goid 
loan of 1899, Jan. 1, April 1, July 1 and 
Oct. 1; $40,000,000 4 per cent gold bonds 
of 1904, June 1 and Feb. 1.

The principal banking houses which 
are said to have pointed out this ex- 
traordinary method of coercing Wash- 
ington into either intervening in Mex- 
ico or acting as a collecting agency 
for them are athe Bank of Paris and 
the Netherlands, Credit . Lyonnaise, 
Compotoir d’Apostrophe Escompte and 
Societe Generale in France; Morgan, 
Grenfell’ @ Co., Speyer Brothers, Glyn 
Millis, Currie & Co., in London, and the 
Deutsche Bank, Dresden Bank and 
House of Bleichroeder, in Germany. No 
part is said to have been taken by J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and 
Speyer. Brothers of New York, which 
firms are deéply interested in Mexican 
national securities. 

The seriousness of the situation Hes 
in the fact that as security for the 
greater portion of 375,000,000 pesos which 
Mexico owes abroad the customs re- 
ceipts have been pledged. Legally the 
holders of Mexican national securities, 
with the consent of their Government, 
can forcibly seize Mexican custom 
houses if Huerta defauits in the pay- 
ment of either principal or interest of 
the national debt. Altogether, Mexicos: 
foreign and domestic debt amounts to 
about $295,000,000. On this debt it pays 
an average interest of 5 per cent, 


Washington Not Surprised at Mexico's 
Financial Condition, 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 14.—The report 
that the Mexican Government has de- 
faulted in payment of the interest on 
the national debt caused no surprise in 
administration circles here. It was 
known to President Wilson for some 
time that Huerta would be unable to 

meet this obligation. 

The failure of the provisional Govern- 
ment of Mexico to meet this payment 
virtually forces the country into bank- 
ruptcy. It is not known what steps will 


be taken to satisfy the holders of Mexi-- 


can national bonds. It is certain not to 
bring on intervention by any foreign 
nation. 

In a way, the news was gratifying to 
the Washington Government. It showed 
Huerta to be without funds and in a 
precarious situation. Without funds, he 
eannot hold his office for any great 
length of time. One reason why the 
Washington Government is not con- 
cerned by the failure of Mexico to mee: 
the interest on its debt is that the coun- 
try has resources which will in time 
amply cover all present deficiencies. As 
soon as peace its restored these re- 
sources car be developed rapidly.

The making of by-product coke, to be 
placed on the St. Louis market as a 
_gpmokeless fuel, and the production of 
coal gas in much larger volume than 
heretofore, will be begun by the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., following the completion 
of its two new and modern retort housss 
at Main and Mullanphy and at Second 
and Rutger streets. 

The coal to te burned in these retort 
houses will be purchased through the W. 
W. Warren Coke Co. of St. Louis from 
the Consolidation Coal Co. of Baltimore, 
under a contract which it has made 
with the Laclede company for the entire 
supply of coal mined from its Elkhorn 
coal field in Southeast Kentucky for a 
term of years. 

Hitherto the Laclede company hag 
produced about 65 per cent water gas 


and $5 per cent coal gas in its St. Louis 


csichie. Under the new arrangement this 


lratio will be reversed. New means of 


transportation also will be used. In the 
past coal from the Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia fields has been brought to 
St. Louis by water. 

Charles L. Holman, preaident of the 
Laclede company, in telling a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of the company’s new 
plans, said the principal reason for the 
change from water gas to coal gas was 
the increased price of oil, which enters 
as a factor into the production of water 
gas. 

When he was asked whether the by- 
product coke wvuld lower the expense 
of producing gas and thus would make 
possible a reduction in price to the con- 
sumer, he said that such would not be 
the result. He said the new plan was 
being adopted to keep manufacturing 
cost from being increased by the highar 
cost of oil. 

With the completion of its new retort, 
the Laclede company will make 8,000,300 
cubic feet of coal gas daily, using 1000 
tons of coal, and producing 350 tons of 
coke, which wi:l be especially treated 
and sized to meet the requirements of 
domestic trade. 

When the company’s new coke oven 
in Carondelet is completed it will use 
600,000 tons of coal annually, and wi!) 
have a coke output of 300,000 tons.

COMPANION. 
‘OF PROF. HERRON 
IS DEAD IN ALY}

NEW YORK, Jan. 4—Mrs. Carrie 


Rand Herron, wife of Prof. George D. 
Herron, the American author and lec- 
turer on Socialist subjects, died sud- 
denly on Sunday night in Florence, 
Italy, where she and her husband went 
in. 190% for the benefit of the latter’s 
heaith. 

George D. Herron married Mary 
Everhard, sweetheart of his college 
days, in 1883. His Socialistic ideals did 
not suit his Congregational charge at 
Burlington, Io., and he resigned to 
fill a chair of applied Christianity in 
lowa College, endowed for his occu- 
pancy by Mrs. Caroline Rand, widow 
of a Michigan lumber king. Mrs Rand 
and her daughter, Carrie, were mem- 
bers of the Burlington church, and 
Carrie was an enthusiastic student of 
the minister's Socialistic teachings. 
The Rands followed Dr. Herron and 
his family to Grinnell, seat of Iowa 
College. 

In 1900 Dr. Herron went traveling 
through Europe with Mrs. Rand and 
her daughter and left his family at 
home. On his return he resigned from 
the college faculty. He then went to 
Ckicago and launched a school of ap- 
plied Christianity. 

In March, 1901, Mrs. Herron obtained 
a divorce in Algona, Io., charging de- 
sertion for five years. Friends of the 
deserted wife asserted that Mrs. Her- 
ron had been forced by her hisband to 
take the step in order that he might 
marry Carrie Rand. As soon as the 
divorce and the forthcoming marriage 
to Carrie Rand became public, Dr. Her- 
ron was repulsed on every hand. Her- 
ron Was denounced by his intftmate 
friend of 16 years, Dr. Josiah Strong. 

eater Dr. Herron and Carrie Rand 
met with a few, friends in this city. 
There was no ring, no marriage service, 
no taking of vows. Dr. Herron toox 


Miss Rand’s hand and said, “My friends, 
I have chosen Miss Rand to be my com- 
panion.” The bride said: ‘I have 
chosen Mr. Herron to be my compan- 
ion.”’ 

Dr. Herron was expelled from the 
Congregational Church. He and his bride 
went to live in New Jersey.

Excise Commissioner Fine Says 
No More Oases for Motorists 
Exist on Highways. 


Robert J. Fine, one of the two Excise 
Commissioners of St.‘ Louis County, an- 
nounced Wednesday that witn the clos- 
ing of three of the biggest wine eaves 
on South Broadway and in Luxemburg, 


ithe lid at last has been clamped tight- 


ly and securely in the county. Motorists 
from outside, he said, no longer find the 
county an oasis where they may satisfy 
a thirst after saloons and cafes are 
ciosed in the city. ' 

Fine told a reporter he had to gather 
bis evidence on Sundays and from 1 to 5 
a.m He’ has made more than 100 trips 
about the county during these hours, 
and many mornings has not returned 
‘home until after 5 a. m. ; 

The authority of the Excise Commis- 
sion created by the last Legislature, he 
said, is at last being recognized by 
county saloon keepers. The result, he 
finds, is that the law is being observed 
to the letter.* 

Three raids on three consecutive Sun- 
days resulted in the arrest of the pro- 
prietors of three of the largest wine 
caves in the county. The offenders ar- 
rested were Emil Benz and John Hagen- 
er of 9300 South Broadway, John Vollner 
cf Lemay Ferry orad, and John Beck. of 
Military road. All pleaded guilty Mon- 
day to selling fermented liquor on Sun- 


iday and each was fined $1 and costs by 


Justice of the Peace Christ Noerper. of 
Luxemburg, Assistant Prosecuting \At- 
torney John E. Mooney agreed to the 
minimum fine because, he said, the de- 
fendants promised to close their wine 
caves permanently. 

The wine caves, which have been in 
existence more than 50 years and which 
havé been patronized mostly by for- 
eigners, really are large barns in which 
there are two compartments, one for 
drinking and one for dancing. Mooney 
said his investigation showed that young 
girls drank and danced in the wine 
vaves, that men became  intoxicat- 
ed drinking the red and white wines, 
and that sometimes a favorite kissing 
game, called catch-as-catch-can, was 
indulged in.

Indiana Supreme ie Court Adds 10 
Per Cent to Award Against 
Road to Trainman. 


By Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 14.—be- 
cause the Chicago & Erie Railroad Co. 
prosecuted an appeal held to be without 
merit, was-one of the reasons why the 
Indiana Supreme Court addéd 10 per 
cent to the amourt of a judgment when 
the decision of a lower court was up- 
held. 

Henry L. Lane, a brakeman, obtainrd 
a. judgment for $14,000 ‘against the rail- 
road for injuries In 1900, but eight years 
later the case was returned to the lower 
court because the plaintiff's complaint 
Was insufficient. He then obtained 
judgment for $7000 damages and the rail- 
road cOmpany again appealed. 

In its decision the Supreme Court satd: 
“Except that a verdict for a larger 
amount might well have been given, it 
is hardly conceivable that unbiased 
minds could disagree over the justness, 
under the law, of the result reached py 
the jury. We feel that the litigation has 
been un july prolonged and, considering 
this; together with the fact that the 
amount awarded is not fully compen- 
satory, the judgment is affirmed with 10 
per cent additional damages.”

Attorney for - “Trust, ”” Defeated 
on Four Measures, Introduces . 
Fifth in House. 


REDUCES THE PERMIT FEE 


Protzmann, Author of Fourth 
Measure, Himself Votes Against 
It in Council.

Jeptha D. Howe, attorney for. the Bill- 
board Trust, defeated on four billboar 
measures in the City Council when the 
FProtzmann compromise bill was killed 


Tuesday, 9 to 3, hastened to introduce a 


fifth bill in the House of Delegates In 
the evening after boasting to Council- 
men that he couid get a bill through the 
lower branch in short order. 

The fifth bill probably is the most in- 
teresting of the series, because it con- 
tains a “joker” in the elimination cf 
four words from the 190 ordinance—‘‘a- 
tered, refaced ot replaced’’—which, if 
construed literaily, would make the law 
apply only. to billboards “hereafter 
erected and constructed.’’ 

The effect of this change, even if no 
other amendment of the 1905 ordinance 
were enacted, aight be to sanction all 
boards now illegal until ‘the companies 
were forced by wear and tear of time 
to do more than *alter, reface or re- 
place’ them. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill mak»s other changes and re- 
duces the permit fee from $1 from each 
5 lineal feet, or $10 for a full-sized board, 
to $1 for each 4% square ‘feet. 

It also permits boards to be erected 


; on the building line, whereas the old law 


keeps them back 14 feet from the side- 
walk, even where the building line i!s 
the sidewalk line. It does not Sanction 
double-deckers, but fixes no 50-foot liniit 
cn the length cf a board. It permits 
boards to extend within 2 feet of the 
ground and within 2 feet of a buildings. 
Speaker Andrew Gazzolo\Jr. introduced 
the bill by request, as he represents the 
ward in which the Thomas Cusack Co., 
known as the “Billboard Trust,” has 
headquarters. Those who are familiar 
with legistative diplomacy as practiced 
in the Assembly do not expect. to. see 
the billboard measure considered in the 
lower branch until an agreement. has 
been reached with the Council on a pro- 
gram to complete the free bridge. The 
Howe bill will go to a committee Fri- 
day, upon its second reading, and could 
be reported and disposed of at any sub- 
sequent meeting under the rules. 


Protzsmann Bill Vote. 

Howe supporters in the Council in his 
fight to amend the 1906 ordinance, which 
was suspended for neafly eight years by 
litigation, dwindled away pertéptibly at 
each onslaught until Councilman Prots- 
mann, author of the latest compromise 
bill, reported it Tuesday without rec-' 
ommendation and hingels voted against 
it.

AIM TOO ROUGHLY 


- Used Poor Judgment in 
Making Arrest. 


TO FIGHT SPEEDING CASE 


tested Against Going to Sta- 
tion and Tore His Coat. 


John H. Overall of 3673 West Pine 
boulevard, an attorney, and Eric 
Purns, a motor cycle policeman, gave 
their versions Wednesday of the in- 
cidents connected with Overall’s ar- 
rest Sunday afternoon by Burns for 
Speeding on Lindell boulevard, for 
which Overall is to be tried next Mon- 
day in the Municipal Court. 


Overall, in a statement to a re- 
porter, said he would show by wit- 
nesses when the case is called for 
trial that the officer used poor judg- 
ment and unreasonable force in mak- 
ing the arrest. 
| According to Overall, as he was 
driving his car west on Lindell boule- 
fvard Sunday afternoon about 2:30, 
just east of Sarah street Burns rode 
alongside and ordered him to stop. 
When he came to a stop, he said, the 
officer informed him he was speeding. 
Overall said he told Burns he thought 
he was mistaken, but that he would 
not argue the point, and would go to 
the station with him as soon as he 
could take his wife and 2-year-old 
daughter, who were in the machine, 
home. The officer objected to this, 
Overall said, because he was afraid 
Overall would go into his house and 
refuse to come out again. 

Drove to Commissioner’s Home, 

Overall said he then suggested to 
Burns that they go to the home of 
Police Commissioner Thomas G. Maf- 
Lindell boulevard, with 
whom he was acquainted, to be iden- 
tified, and tat after the officer agreed 
to this, he turned his machine around 
and drove to Maffitt’s residence. 

Here, he said, upon stepping from 
his car, he was grabbed by the pa- 
who started to drag him 
along the street, without any expla- 
nation except that he was going to 
take him to the station. Overall said 
_he told Burns he was not resisting 


| arrest, but that he would not go to 


the station in this manner, and that 
furthermore the intended to take his 
wife and child home first. 

The two struggled on the lawn several 
minutes, and then Overall called out for 
Maffitt. Maffitt was not at home, but 
some friends who had called to see him 
came out and remonstrated with Burns. 

Burns at last consented to let Overall 
take his wife and child home, then he 
took Overall to the station, where two 
charges were preferred against him, ore 
for speeding and one for driving an 
automobile without a license. The latter 
charge, Overall said, grew out of the 
fact that his car was a new one, with 
only a dealer’s license, as he had not 
obtained his new 1914 license, for whicn 
he had already applied. 

Overall said he believed the officer 
Was wrong about the speeding and thu: 
he would fight the case. 


Protested at Going to Station. 

Burns says that Overall protested 
against being taken to the station, on 
the ground that his father was a former 
Police Commissioner. Burns tol4 him 
he would have to drive to the station. 
Burns said he then consented to Overall 
driving home with his wife and child, 
but Overall, he says, insisted on Burns 
waiting until he returned from § the 
houge. To this the policeman says he 
objected. 

Overall, according to Burns, aides said 
he would arrest Burns and take him to 
the home of Police Commissioner Maf- 
fitt and have him removed. Burns 
ordered him to drive to the station. 
Overall started, but turned into the 
driveway at the Maffitt residence.

By-a vote of the people of Missouri the building 
of a new State house has been directed. The im- 
provement calls for the expenditure of a greater 
sum than any other single enterprise in which 
the State has engaged since the Civil War. 

What is believed to be an excellent Building 
Commission has been selected. However, at the 
very_ beginning of work, intriguing over the bond 


of certain State officers calculated to render Mis- 
sourians uneasy. 

These are State officers, who, while they have 
surrendered direct responsibility for details of 
building, yet have large political influence. They 
are members of the: board which selected the 
(Building Commissioners. The bonding incident 
has shown how their powerful influence may be 
exerted in matters directly or indirectly connected 
with construction operations. 

What conditions of reproach may not attend 
the spending of the entire $3,500,000 if the stand- 
ards that apparently controlled in this bonding 
incident are to govern in all other details asso- 
ciated with the problem of providing the State 
with a new capitol? 

The time to extirpate even a putative quality 
in sinister influence is now, at the very start of 
thé undertaking. Experience in other states has 
shown how early laxity may develop into a bold- 
ness that has dared to build capitols on a corner 
stone of graft. 

The taxpayers have not run themselves $3,500,- 
000 in debt to provide profits in constructive work 
for the friends and supporters of politicians. The 
influence of officials who look on the appropriation 
only as a spoils asset and who scrutinize expendi- 
ture for opportunities in magnifying political 
strength must be neutralized. 
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In one district of Bulgaria the fighting reduced 
the number of men from 175,000 to 42,000. The 
only thing more deplorable than Bulgaria’s suc- 
cessful war with Turkey would have been an un- 
successful war. 
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BELATED BOSTONIANS.
